In the 22 January 1951 issue 
there was also an article called " Yanqailandia a , written by Oscar Serna Alvarez, 
a Communist sympathizer, which attacks the American companies in the mining 
region of the Departusmt of Choco. Some of the other headlines emphasize the 
disruption of anti—Comraunist labor unity in America (referring to the recent 
laoor congress in Mexico City), Russian homage to Lenin on the anniversary of 
his death, the activity of Red aviation in Korea, and the brilliant CoeEmmist 
strategy Lin Piao in China. 
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
